Now. 1 iusist thet these two acts—the one ad- 
dressed to the churches and the other addressed 
to the sessious—the acis, be it remembered, not 
of a commilties, but of the presbytery itself.

For what 
is law, eccicsiastical law? As defined by Web- 
ster, “ccc esiastical law,*’ is ‘a rale of action 
prescritxd forthe government ofa church.’’ 
Now, was not the above deliverance condemn” 
ing the theatre, the c.rcus, the races, the dan- 
cing party, designed to be observed by a)! our 
churches, asa rule Of action in respect to those 
specitie: otfieuass: ? Was not the above 
injuue ion designed to be observed by all our 
sessious asa rule ofaction in respect to this 
class of offenders? Are not the deliverance aud 
the in.juncuon, then, plainly of 

the nature of eccesiastical law? 
How vow coesitco ae to pass that eo intelli 
gent. a mia as the defendant, can, in the face ot 
testimo.ics s0 explicit;go up and down the 
highways of the land, vociferating ‘I have vio- 
Perhaps I may 
aid the pu ric in finding a solution of this 
probiem, ine word law is a generic woid 
which inc.udes within itself numerous ani 
diff-ren. spec’es. There are phyeical law, and 
civil law, snd morel Jaw,aod commercial law, 
and ceremonial law, aud martial law, as well 
as ecciesinxs ical law. Now may it not be thet 
he has couuected with the phrase “the law of 
the church,” the cefiniuon that belongs to 
eome ot!er species of law? Mayit not be that 
while the words “law of the church,” are on 
his tongue, **‘commercial law,” ‘international 
jaw,’’ or the ‘‘Mosuic law,’ are really the ideas 
runping in his heac? May it not be that whiie 
he aciual.y disciaims that he has vioiated the 
law of the church, he oniy means te di claim 


that he has violatei commercial law ‘‘the 
system of rules by which 
trade and commercial intercourse 


are regulated between merchants,”’ or that he 
has violated the Mosaic law— ‘the code of laws 
prescribed to the Jews, as distinguished from 
the Gospe);”’ or that be h.s violated physical 
law, “the ceterminations, changes and relatious 
which uniformly take place in the same circ.m- 
sances.”’ Surely. when he protests that he has 
not viola:ed the law of the church, he must use 
the word law in the Mosaic sense, or the marine 
pense, or the Pickwickisn sense, or in any 
sense but the eccieSiastical sense. If it is said 
that this confusion of ideas is too monstrous to 
have occurredin the mind of so intelligenta 
gentiemen as the defendant, I beg jeave to re- 
mind the reader that any one whocould mis- 
take the sentiment of the rich man, “eat, drink 
and be merry —a sentiment for which he was 
denounced as @ fool and punished with death, 
asa sentiment which God approved aud enjoined 
asarule of practice, could hardly be expected 
to steer among the deliveraices of church courts 
without now and then running aground. Our 
sorrow though a: the loss of the vessel'and cargo 
will be scm*what Kk ssened if only the pilot at 
the heim shall learn wisdom from the d:sastez. 
Meanwhile we can but think that if the defense 
had been the productior of a jurist, and not vi 
& man engrossed in commercial +ffairs, such 
misiakesas to ibe uature of Jaw would hardly 
have cccurred. 

But I must press on from the lowerto the 
higher plane—from the law as interpreted and 
declared by the Presbytery to the law as inter 
preted aud declared by the Assembly and if, 
am not mistaken, it will soon appear that the 
muscles of the defendant, disciplined by his 
gymunestic exercises among the deliverances of 
the lower court, will be equal to any feats tha 
the exigenci:s of the case may require among 
the acts of the Assembly. 


“But it is said that the genreral assembly has 
made a deliverance forbidding the social dance 
such as occurred at my house, and we mus; 
obey that at the peril of dismissal from the 
church. I wish briefiy to interpose two objec 
tions to that: First, The general assembly did 
no such thing.” This negutive, of course, cir 
ries conviction farand wide tothe breaste of the 
dancing disciples. But for the benefit of the 
few yguinsayers and skeptics who still stan? 
without the pale of this ‘eat drink and be 
merry’? communion, the defendant brings ou 
his proofs. 

At the outset, he enunciates the great princi- 
ple by which we are to be guided in interpreting 
the deliverances of the assembly. Speaking of 
the deliverance of "77, he says: “And to giveit 
a fair construction, it should be considered in 
connection with all the other dellverances 
touching this subject.’’ In other words, these 
deliverances, uttered at intervals by the asse.n- 
bly, are not to be viewed  sepa- 
rately merely, but to be _— collated, 
compared, and harmonized, that in their col- 
lec.ive sense we may see the reflected mind of 
the church. Here, at last, the parties in thie 
issue meet on common ground, and see eye to 
eye, At length we have, at the generous hand 
of our opponent too, that Ariadne clew which, 
if followed, wi'l conduct us outof the lapyrioth 
Ouly let dancers and anti—-dancers adhere Ww this 
principle, and here on earth, this side of heav. 
en “wecan settle the petty differences that 
divide us.’’ and ‘‘this dear old church be the 
refuge upon whose bosom may recline every 
Christian in the land.’’ 

Having stated this noble canon, he proceeds 
to expound the deliverances. First in the urder 
of time stands the deliverance at Macon in 1865. 
“The deliverances of the assembly should 
sp ak for themseives,’’ he vociferates, ‘‘and 1am 
uowil'iuog for any man's construction of 
them to be substi:uted for them asa guide for 
this court.”’ Andthen sui ing his action to his 
word, he proceeds to quietly pocket the de- 
liverance, and give us his own conetruction. 
This course was pursued, perhaps, for the rea- 
son that it was regarded as too long to be incor- 
porated in a paper devoted to more important 
matiers. After denying tothe public this “for

In the meantime, the people who have heou 
appealed to as judges in this case, have 4 not 
altcgether unrcasonabie desire to see the rule 
by which they are to judge. At the pei of 
fatizueing their attention, I sha.l let the deliy- 
erance speak for itself: 

* Overture No. 9—A paper from the Rey, Dr. 
Ross on the subject of fashionabie amusemsriita, 
containing three inquiries, with their propcred 
answers. 

The committee recommended that the ingui- 
ries be answered as follows, viz: 

1. *‘Whether every church session has the 
right to make ita rule that dancing and other 
amusements are disciplinary ?” 

Answer— No church judica'ory has a right! to 
make any vew rules of church-membership, 
diff_rent from those contained in the constitu. 
tion; but it is the undoubted right of the ch‘irch 
session apd of every other judicatory, to make 
a deliverance, efirming ite-sense of what is “an 
offense’ in the meaning of the Book of Diacip- 
line. Art. 1, vec 3. 

2 * Whether such rule commonly exists in 
Presbyterian churches ?”’ 


Auswer—Probably none of our jadic- 
atories are as faithful as they otight 
to be ; bat ae believed that 
the churches geuerally do, in some form, *is- 


countenance dancing. And the Presbyterixa 
church, through iw supreme judicatory, has *e~ 
peatetly borne its testimony against dancing, 
and other worldly amusements. 

3. *‘Whether such ruleis expedient, or what 
should be the mind of the whole body, aud wnat 
its action.’’ 

Answer—lIt is the duty of every judicatory to 
enforce the teachings of our elandards ou thig 
and other fashionable amusements, such az the- 
atricai performances, card-playiug, etc. Ad 
while the assembly believes that the ‘lascivious 
danciugs’” declared to be forbidden in the 
seventh commandment, by the arswerto the 
139th question of the larger catechism, are wot 
those usual in our best society, yet itis our ».- 
lief that the tenor of tne teachiig 
of the scriptures and of our stanlerds 
is in direct opposition to this 
social usege. Christ’s kiugdom is not of this 
world: and the aposile exhorts Christiana vot 
to conformed tothe world Though we do not 
say that all ‘bese worldly amusements are ‘‘in 
‘heir own nature sinful,” it is clear that they 
“may tempt’’ those who engagein them «sid 
others to sin ; and morcover the Scriptures con- 
demu them as worldiiness. If the practice of 
the Gance in mixed :s-embliies be not conform 

ing to the world, it is difficult to name eny 
offerse against the i: juuction of the apostle, 
Nor need the chureh ot Christ naye any beri- 
tancy in suROLDCiDg its position on this sul} :ct; 
forthe menof tie world, with one consent, 
agree that it is incon-istent with the nature of 
the Christian profession for members of the 
church to dance, In this conneciiou, ihe 
assembly would take occasion to exhort our 
christian people to avoid the excesses with 
which they are in danger of bei g drawn by the 
demands of fashion. Theecriptures forbi: rev- 


ellings and all intemperance and self-indu!. 
gence, with which teachings the prevalent cuss 
tom of protrcting social assembiies, witli or 


without mosic and danciug, to the hours cf the 
morning, but especially when accomprrjied 
with drinkiny or card playing, is inconsistent 
Moreover, the assemb y, observing that parties 
of pleasure are usuxl y composed almost ex- 
clusively of uomarried young prcpe, would 
give it as its ex rmest advice that the bestfo:m of 
eocial reunion be made to partake as mnch as 


clesin which you bful enjoyment ie tempered 
by the } resence of the older ard marricd iitm- 
bers. The arsremb:y expresses itself with the 
more ea nestness cn this whele subjcct, becsiuse 
of the disposjtion which is observed in all paris 
of our borders, to run into the ivordivate in- 
du'gence of worldiinessat this time, in forget 
fulness of the mighty chastenings ot God which 
are even yet upon us, and because we ree 
members of our churches and our beloved bap- 
tized youth, in forgetfulnss of the covenatt of 
God which is upon ‘hem, carried away wish the. 
world’s delus ous, to the subversion of that «i- 
vine in fluence of the sanctuary, and to the weg- 
lect of the interest of their suuls. Wherefore, 
the assembly would urge our people to take ihe 
word of exbortaticn, to abstain from ail forms 
of evil, and to study and pursue that sobricty— 
which becometh the gospel, so tbat the church 
of Christ shall indees b*a “peculiar poopie.” 
And we here by exhort our mini-teis and ci:urch 
sessions to a discharge of th irduti s. Let iiem 
proceed by affectionate and faithful in trec ion 
from the pulpit; ty admoni':on and by anch 
o her meisa ea as Cimatian § prucence may 
dictate; but when allo her meine fail, then le, 
them priceed to such metho'sof Ciscip) ne as 
shall separate fromthe church, tvose wh» love 
the wold, ani jra tices conform it thereto, 
rather ‘ban to the law of ¢ hrist.

Just here it wili be well to state what the as- 
sembly declares in respect to the word *'‘iasciy 
ious :”’ 

(a.) It does not affirm thet the round dance is 
not lascivious in its nature. 

(O.) It does not affirm that the square dance is 
not lascivious in its tendency. 
(c) It simply affirms that those forms of the 
dance which the Westminster divines a#tiz:ma-~ 
tized, in 16146, as lascivious, were not, in their 
Opinion, the forms of the dance which 
were usual in the best nociety 
in the year 13865. It should be remember that 
the country had just emerged frcma long and 
bloody strife, and that from thousands of deso- 
late homes migbt be heard,as once in ama, 
the voice of Rachels weeping for their children 
and refusing to be comforted because they were 
not.

A LAUGHABLE story has just started 
the rounds of the radical organs to the 
effect that Tilden’s representatives in 
Louisiana offered Madison Wells,of the 
returning board, $200,000 to count the 
vote of that state for the democratic 
candidate. Wells, the story xges, 
wanted $300,000, and states that he yave 
ear to the otter forthe purpose of draw- 
ing the Tilden men into atrap. These 
statements, it is averred, come direct 
from Wells and Anderson themse:ves, 
and this gives the affairits humerous 
aspect. Apart from the amusing &stp- 
position that either of these worthbies 
would tell the truth on oatb, the public 
is expected to believe that Wells wouid 
refuse a bribe of $200,000. For tiat 
amount the avariciousold wretch wou'd 
have counted every vote in the state 
for the lilden electors. 

H&WITT’S HISTORY. 

Mr. Gibson, the Washington corres- 
pondent of the New York Sun, sends 
to that paper an interesting piece ofthe 
unwritten history of the electoral fr sd, 
which we take for granted was furnish- 
ed him by little Mr. Hewitt himself. It 
is stated that last Wednesday, wher the 
southern members were worrying the 
little man, and the radicals were giees 
fully hunting for him to tell al! he 
knew, he exclaimed: “I do not dusire 
to delay the public business, but if the 
house desires that some portion of nu- 
written history shall be told ——’’ 

Then there was a pause. Members 
from different parts of the house yei'ed, 
“That is what we want!” There was 
indescribabls confusion; and at the 
very instant that Mr. Hewitt indicated 
his willingness to respond to the cry. 
‘Let itall come out !” Randolph Tucker 
sent a page to Hewitt’s seat. Hewitt 
left his seat, came to the screen 
t>» the right of the speake:’s 
desk, and there for several minutes 
Tucker, (zibson and others held a hur- 
ried but earnest conference with him. 
Finally he went back to his seat and 
went on with his speech, but he did 
not tell any portion of the unwritten 
history cf the electoral count. 

The Sun’s correspondent explains 
Hewitt’s silence by relating a litéle 
scrap of history, which may or may nv! 
be true, but which, as we have said, 
was evidently furnished for publication 
by Mr. Hewitt himself. We give the 
statement iv the language of the c#r- 
respondent: 

On Sunday, December 3, 1876, Mr. Hewitt had 
an interview with President Grant, during 
which they talked over the political situasivon, 
and President Grant expressed his views ‘iia 
great frankness. He had doubts, he said, ae fo 
the result in Louisiana, and intimated that. it 
wes his private judgment fhat the electoral vot 
of that state sbiuld not be counted at ail, He 
was careful, however, to impress upon Mr. 
Hewitt that the decision of this and all kindted 
questions was Wholly outside the provinca 0” 
the executive. It belonged exclusively to wou- 
gress. It would be his duty, however, to ae 
that the decision, whatever it might be, was au- 
quiesced in. I{ necessary, he would enforce it. 
He stated, alsc, that it was his conviction thet 
the constitution gave the president of the senate 
alone the power to count the votes and declare 
the result. Whoever might be declared pveai- 
dent elect by the president of the senate, ie 
would see inaugurated and installed in office. 
Mr. Hewitt’s return from this interview at the 
White House was awaited anxiously bya num- 
ber of prominent democrats, who had gathered 


at his rooms. Among the number were thass 
well-known southern gentlemen. Randal! {.. 
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ainte Gibson, Rendolph Tacker, and L. Q. C. Lamar. 


Mr. Hewi*: narrated in full his conversation 
Grant, pAfter he had told bie story, 
ar, Giteon, Tucker held a consultation 
apart frovg the others, and subsequently, on 
that samo @yening, Mf. Gibson told Mr. Hewitt 
that they would be compelled to sustain that 
construction of the constitution which i 
the president of the senate with the power to 
count the electoral votes and make the deciara- 
tion of the result. 
The only comment which the fore- 
going seems to call for is, that Messrs. 
Lamar, Tucker and Gibson, over their 
own signatures, utterly deny the 
statement so faras it relatesto them.

next, with réspect to the complicity of 
southern men in the electoral frauds. 


THE BANKRUPT LAW. 

A petition signed by a large number 
of our merchants was forwarded yester- 
day.to congress, urging the repeal of 
the bankrupt law. It is the universal 
desire of our people to have this law 
repealed. Under the law as it now 
stands 4 man can cover up a moderate 
size fortune. He is entitled to the 
homestead as it existed in 1871, and 
nine out of ten are able to cover up 
their entire assets with the homestead 
as it existed then. The harm that the 
law does now is the facility 1t gives men 
who wish to defraud our merchants and 
other husiness men. Properly admin- 
istered it is a good law. When used 
by the anfortunate debtor it is a bene~ 
ficent !aw. Butit has become a perfect 
harbor for freud—more especially as 
the homestead law, under the bank- 
rupt act, is so much in excess of the 
bomesiead allowed by the law now in 
force ix this state. We hope the mat- 
ter wii! be pressed .o a vote and the 
act repealed. 


GOVERNOR JOHN C. BROWN. 


We give this morning a brief inter- 
view by our Washington correspondent 
with thi distinguished soutLern soldier 
and gevtleman. 

Gov. Brown is now vice-president of 
the Texas and Pacific enterprise, and 
there can be no question cf the great 
streng!h given to that measure by his 
name. Not only in Tennessee, of which 
state he was twice elected governor, is 
Goy. Brown worthily appreciated, but 
throughout the south he is prouply 
accepted as a type of the best traits of 
our people. Intellectually and in 
all other respects he is the peer of 
any man in the south. Governor 
Brown commanded Georgia troops in 
more tian one of the bloody engage» 
ments that preceded the capture of 
Atlanta, and there are hundreds of 
confederates in this vicinity whose 
hearis thrill at the memory of the 
splendid heroism he displayed on the 
22d of uly, 1864, near this city.

mass Of “ur people. 

8. Tbe cardinal idea of our system of govern- 
ment, readers a representative the servant oj 
the peoy:.e, and whenever a measure is pending 
before any body, to which a representative be- 
longs directly effecting the intere:t of the peo- 
ple, and the views of the constituent body are 
known, he is bound by the most solemn obliga- 
tions ty support and advance their views or to 
resign his position in order that he willof the 
people piay be carried out throug some other 
channei.

information will be welcomed bv Spier, 
but whether it is or not, it is true, and 
tostate itis to pay ap exceedingly insig- 
nificant compliment to many worthy 
colored people whose intelligence and 
gentility deserve a far worthier and 
more substantial r cognition at our 
hands. In one or two particulars, 
however, the postal card of the talented 
Spier needs to be briefly corrected. 
He says that all our “ fallen 
rebels are out in the cold. This is a 
very great mistake. Spier should read 
the New York,Times and the other loy- 
al organs in which daily complaints 
are made that congress is controlled by 
confederate brigadiers. In this 
view of the case, one 
thing we are justified in assuring 
Spier is that the “‘fallen rebels” are get~ 
ting along quite comfortably, and, 
supported at the polls by iwtelligent 
colored people, itis s fe to assume that 
their prospects were never better. We 
extend a cordial invitation to Spier to 
join us in gloating over these indisput- 
able facts. He should rejoice with us 
that the eraof complete reconciliation 
iseo near. With the government in con- 
trol of the patriotic west and south, 
Spier and the r@t of us cannot heip 
but be prosperous. 


PATRIOTIC AMBIGUITY. 

It is no evidence. ot mental weak~ 
ness for any able~bodied Aamerican 
to fling up his desparing hands once 
in awhile and per a that the rhetor- 
ical ,editur of the New York World. 
hes, so tospeak, got the bulge on him, 
It may be unmanly, but we have no 
hesitation in admitting that, at pres- 
ent, we are in the condition of the av- 
erage able-bodied American, for tacked 
to the tail of a genial and gushing edi- 
torial upou the silver bill, we find the 
following incomprehensible statement: 

But if the conduct of Seuator Lamar fails to 
command the respect and admiration even of 
those who are wildest in their clamor four the 
ready relief of repudiation in the south or in 
the west, it will indeed be time to think of puts» 
ting the national house in order. 

Precisely what this means it is im« 
possible for us to say, but it is not at 
all impossible that the ambiguity that 
conceals the meaning of the wily «ditor 
of the World may also hide a Desperate 
Threat. If the south and west don’t 
respect and admire the untimely atti- 
tude of Senator Lamar, the “ national 
house” (whatever that may be) is to be 
put in order. 1 Uy the 
“national house,” the parabolic 
editor of the World means the federal 
government, we are quite ready to 
agree with him, wholly apart from any 
special connection Mississippi’s misrep- 
resentative may have with the matter- 
We may be unable to consistently ap- 
plaud the methods by which Mr. Lamar 
chooses to advertise himself and his exs 
traordinary statesmanship, but we can 
afford to join very cordially in a move» 
ment looking to putting the federal 
yovernment in_ order. Such a 
movement would be merely a 
patriotic preface to the campaign 
of 1880, and would be joined in by good 
men in every section regardless of their 
opinion of Lamar and the silver bill. 
The able editor cf the World, if we have 
interpreted him correctly, cannot too 
soon take down his scrubbing—brush 
and proceed to put things “in order.” 


HAYHS ANU THE LOUISIANA 
FRAUDS.

The Washington correspondent of 
the Chicago Inter-Ocean telegraphs to 
that paper under date of the 15th inst., 
a3 follows: 

THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, which was one 
of the leading conciliatory organs in the south, 
is more violent in its denunciation toward 
Hayes than ite ver was toward Graut, and makes 
Savage hreats of what will be done in case he 
dares to interpose b-tween ‘‘the returning board 
rascals and the courts.’’ These are supposed to 
be some of the signs of encouragement which 
lead the preaident to think that it will not be 
necessary for him to pu >lish his letter to De- 
vens. Itis difficuit to predict what will be the 
outcome of this matter Oue member of the 
cabinet is understood to have said that he would 
resign did he not think he coutd do more good 
in the Cabinet than out of it, but there are at 
least three members who will not consent to 
any further trial of the pacification policy. 

The correspondent of the Inter- 
Ocean, no doubt unintentionally, gives 
an exaggerated interpretation to our 
remarks upon Mr. Hayes’s remarkable 
attitude toward the Louisiana electoral 
conspirators. We have not denounced 
Mr. Hayes, but we have (commented, as 
the occasion seemed to demand, some- 
what severely upon the tone of the let- 
ter he is said to have written to the at- 
torney general, and upon his endorse- 
ment of the extraordinary telegram 
sent to Anderson by John Sherman 
and others. Our conciliatory policy to- 
ward the present administration was 
based not less upon a belief that Mr, 
Hayes was innocent of any personal 
or criminal knowledge of the 
Louisiana frauds, than upon the fact 
that the north acquiesced in the crime 
of the electoral tribunal, and that the 
southern policy was somewhat liberal, 
if not wholly just. That was the extent 
of our conciliatory position. When, 
however, Mr. Hayes partakes of the 
fright and indignation of John Sher- 
man, and joins with that detestable 
politician in an insane endeayor to in- 
timidate and overawe a state court en- 
gaged in prosecuting criminals for a 
violation of the laws of the state—when 
these extraordinary developments take 
place, we can find no reason for con» 
ciliation. No honest journalist in this 
country can afford to deal with these 
matters in an uncertain manner. They 
are too grave—the issues involved are 
too important—to permit of any other 
than prompt and fearlesscomment. It 
is not necessary to discuss whether 
President Hayes and John Sher- 
nian paused long eno gh to consider 
the consequences of their insane at~ 
tempt to protect the returning board 
ruffians. The protest that has gone up 
from ail parts of the country is em-~ 
phatic enough to fit the serious nature 
of the case, and it is only necessary to 
waru Mr. Hayes that if he moves for« 
ward in the matter, he will have ims 
portant business to transact with the 
house of representatives. As for John 
Sherman, he is at liberty to make an« 
other effort to still further disgrace 
himself in the eyes of respectable peo- 
p'e, but it is scarcely probable that he 
could find a lower place in the public 
contempt than that which he now oc- 
cupies. 


MR. HILL AND THE PRESS. 


Mr. Hill is reported to have used 
harsh language against the press, and 
particularly against Tux Constiturion, 
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in his speech at Griffin. What his re- 
marks were we cannot exactly ascer- 
tain; andas we donot desire to mise 
represent him, we will not attempt fo 
quote what we have heard. Mr. Hill 
has been so scundly abused by the 
press in the state on account of his po- 
sition on the silver bill as it was under- 
stood, it is but natural that he should 
desire to strike back. As far as any 
comments made by Mr. Hill on the 
course of Toe ConsTiTUTION is. con- 
cerned, we shall not, under the circum- 
stances, pay any attention to him. His 
speech was delivered forty miles from 
here; we had no notice of it, and if we 
were to attack it, there is great danger 
that we might misrepresent him, and we 
do not desire to do this, Our columns 
are always open to him or to any other 
public man whom we may attack for 
the purpose cf correcting any error that 
we may make about his position on 
matters of this kind. We advocated 
Mr. Hill’s election when but few pa- 
pers in the state would aid us; and 
whether friend or enemy, we propose 
to freely discuss his record as it de 
serves to be, and as we ‘hin«x the peo- 
ple of the state desire us todoit. When 
we disagree with «a public servant in 
the discharge of his duty, we shal! pre- 
sent our ideas—eepecially when backed 
up by the people—in a way that will 
not probably prove agreeabie to all 
concerned. We have no quarrel with 
Mr. Hill sirce we have learned 
that he favors the _ silver bill, 
and shall not criticise his course 
until he is again at variance 
with his constituency. We certainly 
have as much right to express our 
views on his course as to: these curren- 
cy questions, as he has to disregard the 
wishes of his constituents. He may be 
able to see what is best for us all at 
Washington ; but we can see what his 
people want here just as well as he can, 
and we propose to speak plainly when- 
ever be is not on the right side, 


SHNATOR HILL AND THE BLAND BILL 
We were yesterday informed by Mr. 
Hill that he was not paired with Sen- 
ator Harris on the Bland bill. He says 
he was only paired with Senator Gor- 
don on the amendments presented by 
the senate finance committee, and that 
he was in favor of those aménd ments 
and had supported them in every 
speech he made on the subject. He 
regards the success of those amend- 
ments in the senate as a great triumph 
of good sense, wise counsels and sound 
financial views. While it is not per- 
fect, yet he is content to take the 
amended bill as a compromise, and for 
this he had labored all the time. He 
insists that he has been misrepresented 
by the press of the state as to the silver 
question, from his first published inter- 
view in THE CoNSsTITUTION to the present 
time; that he never opposed the re- 
monetization of silver, but on the other 
hand, has always been in favor of it. 

If these have been Mr. Hill’s yiews 
on the bi!l all the while —and we repeat 
that we did not so understand him— 
then he has been misrepresented. Nine. 
tenths of the people of the state favored 
the Bland bil!, pure and simple; but 
we are convinced that a majority of the 
people will be satistied with it as it left 
the senate chamber. We have repeat- 
edly urged Mr. Hill to vote for the bill 
as amended by the senate finance com- 
mittee, if he could not vote for it as it 
stood. In Tas Constitution of Febru- 
ary 8, we said: 

We are willivg, in the words of the Tribune, 
{fo compromise on the Bland bill as mod fled py 
the s»mendments of the fiaance committees, and 
the Tribune will find on closer inspection that 
this was the extent of our willingness. These 
concession: are by no means inconsiderable, and 
we still cherish the hope that Mr. Hill will con- 
clude to accept them as the best settlement of a 
difficult and important question. Such an ac- 
ceptance wouid substaniially put him in accord 
with those whom he rep-erents. 

Again on the 10th instant we saidé. 

But Mr. Hill saya he isin favor of a compro- 
mise, and we therefore hope that he wili not 
insist on his latest and altogether most unjust 
proposition. Let him sustain the amendments 
ofthe finance ccmmiitee. Those amendmenta 
deprive us of both a free and an unlimited coin- 
age of silver; they are not what the p:ople of 
Georgia want, but popular sentiment would, 
in our opinion, accept them as the best com- 
promise that the deadiock between our junior 
senator and his cons ituents afford. 

He did not insist on his latest and 
altogether unjust proposition to make 
silver a legal tender only for sums less 


than one hundred dollars; he did sus- 
tain the amendments of the finance 
committee, and this is just what we 
asked our junior senator to do. 

We are giad to know that he will not 
vote to sustain a veto of the bill as it 
stands, and we hope the house will 
concur in the amendments made by 
the senate, and let it promptly become 
law. Itis certainly one step towards 
a currency for the people, instead of 
one almost exclusively for the bond- 
bolder. 


THE VtOTTON FACTORY CASE. 

In our local columns will be found 4 
statement to the effect that if the su. 
preme court to-day decides to sustain 
Judge Hillyer, in his or !er in the case 
of the cotton factory, the factory will be 
atonce put in operation. Atlanta has 
a great deal depending on this issue, 
and we certainly wish that justice and 
legality may meet in the sustenance of 
that order, and the release of this noble 
enterprise from the restraint of tne !aw. 

We have little doubt that the court 
will sustain Judge Hillyer. It is an 
established custom of the court and of 
all supreme courts, we believe, not to 
overthrow the finding of a judge sit~ 
ting in equity unless’ there 
are extraordinary reasons that demand 
such action. A decision in acourt of 
equity represents the judge’s discretion 
and his untrammelled opinion of the 
immediate rights of the parties at issue 
under tue law. It is not reversed by a 
higher court unless there appears to be 
absolute necessity of so doing. 

We have little idea, we repeat, that 
Judge Hillyer will be reversed in this 
case. In the first place he is a lawyer of 
superior ability and of impartial integ- 
rity. He never decides hastily, and his 
decisions generally stand. In this case 
he seems to have especially guarded 
every point. He has arranged to pro- 
tect both of the litigants. He protects 


$ 0,000. He orders, on the other 
hand, that the Lowell company 
shall' be protected by 


the whole machinery, and the utmost 


damage that can be done by running 
the factory. This double bond, it 
seems, covers the damage that might 
accrue to either party while waiting 
under the decision for a trial by jury. 
H@nce we do not believe that the court 
will find it necessary or proper to re- 
verse Judge Hillyer. 

It is gratifying to note that the factory 
com pany, undaunted by its troubles, is 
ready to give bond, and go at once to 
work, in the event oi a decision. The 
bond of 333,000, we learn, is ready. 
The stoppage is a serious matter to At 
lanta, and we shall rejoice with the 
people when the wheels are turned 
again. —

Bland bill, pure and sim ple. 
The amendment providing for an inter~ 
national conference to adopt acommon 
ratio of legal tender as between gold 
and silver, was carried by a vote of 40 
to 30. Gen. Gordon voted nay. The 
goldites voted yea, except Mr. Ed- 
munds, who is altogether the most ec- 
centric voter in the senate. He says 
he prefers the Bland bill, “it we are to 
have any silver bill.””’ The opposiiion 
toa conference was based on the dis- 
like for an entangling alliance with 
foreign nations. 

The next recorded vote was upon 
Mr. McDonald’s proposition to substis 
tute the words “expressly stipulated in 
the contract” for the words‘‘ provided by 
the contract,” in theclause making the 
silver dollar a legal tender for all debts 
and dues, public and private. The 
object of the amendment was to have 
the law so worded that there could be 
no doubt about the payment of debts 
in the silver dollar. This ameadment 
led to a lively debate between Messrs. 
McDonald and Edmunds. It was 
adopted by the close vote ot 37 to 30. 
Gen. Gordon voted yea. The anti-sil- 
verites voted solidiy ayainst the propo- 
sition. 

The Booth amendment was adopted 
at three o’clock in the morning, and 
forms the third eection of the bill. It 
provides for the issue of certificates for 
silver coin deposited in the treasury, 
but notin exchange for silver bullion. 
It obviates the necessity of handling 
large sums ni Silyer, and will doubtless 
prove to be a very useful amendment. 
fhese certificates are receivable for 
customs, taxes and all public dues, 

The final vote was taken at five 
o’clock—48 io 21. Mr. Lamar was the 
only southern senator, as Mr, Chris-~ 
tiaacy was the only western senator, 
who voted against the amended bill. 
This remarkable pair may be wiser 
than the people of their broad sections, 
but at the present writing it is difficult 
to make the common run of humanity 
think so. The Pacific slope furnished 
Messrs. Hippie-Mitchell aud Etligy Sar 
gent—the balance of the negative vote 
coming from the sectional and greedy 
northeast. 

The biil will speedily become a law 
in some shape. A great wrong will thus 
be righted, and the country put ina 
way to realize some of the benefits of 
popular legislation. It makes resump- 
‘ion possible, but not within the cur- 
rent year; for we cannot coin silver 
enough in ten months to make such an 
attempt feasible, much less advisable. 
Let the resumption date be repealed, 
and let the day be determined 
by the laws of commerce instead 
of an arbitrary law of congress 
Resumption does not depend 
upon a legal enactment, and the im- 
practicable and disturbing law new 
upon the statute books, shall be prompt- 
ly repealed. The remonétization of 
silver and the recovery of confidence 
will bring about resumption without 
the aid of any law.

Mr. Frank E. Bleck Suspended iIn- 
definitely from his Memberchip— 
The Incidents Leading te this Ac- 
tion—The Growing War upon the 
Waltz.

The 
ciergy have resumed their cudgels against the 
praciice of dancing generally and the crusade 
against dancers is proceeding vigorously 
throughout the country. 

THE ATLANTA SENSATION,

It is said that both parties to this controversy 
are determined to see it out, and secure a final 
adjustment of it.
